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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 4/4/08 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Page 11, paragraph beginning with "The Applicants now": 

The applicant argues that Chernock does not insert live or dynamic information 
into the broadcast stream as noted in column 3, line 64 to column 4, line 3. As 
Chernock discloses using the control information to display text associated with the 
programs (i.e. sports or news), this is interpreted as being dynamic insertion of data as 
news and sports programs are dynamic as their content is constantly changing as time 
passes. 

Page 13, paragraph beginning with "In view": 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., the details of the "application") are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although 
the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification 
are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 
(Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Also, the dynamic insertion argued has been dealt with in the paragraph above.
